"  Vhc  LinK'stmio  C"ity"  is  an  historic  sjxit.  ■"licautiful  for  situation  I"  A  veritable  nature's 
hospital.  Xo  citv  in  the  lX)niinion  is  a  more  welcme  retreat  lor  the  jaded  mind  and  body  than  this 
old  town,  with  its  lovely  avenues.  i)arks  and  lake  side.  Her  loyalty,  as  staunch  a>  the  solidity  of  her 
foundations,  worthily  merits  her  favorite  name.  "The  Limestone  City."  From  the  (|uiet  waters  of 
Ouinte.  shut  in  from  the  great  lake  outside  by  the  long,  low-lying  shore  of  Amherst  Island — formerlv 
called  Isle  of  Tonti  in  memory  of  De  la  Salle's  trusted  lieutenant — the  gray  mass  of  the  ancient  city 
of  Kingston  is  seen  crowning  the  slope  of  the  curving  shore:  the  gateway  to  the  noble  St.  Lawrence. 
Thousand  Isles,  the  I  Jay  of  Ouinte.  the  Rideau  and  I'l^per  (  )ttawa — Canada's  ]MCtures(|uc  resorts  and 
commercial  avenues. 

Her  history  opens  with  the  pompous  landing  of  Count  l-'rontenac.  in  i(>y^.  and  the  mutual  agree- 
ment with  the  Irocjuois  Indians  to  erect  Fort  Frontenac.  ostensibly  as  a  trading  port.  Then  the 
treacherv  of  Covernor  Denonville  and  the  consecjuent  capture  and  destruction  of  the  fort  by  the  in- 
censed Irt)quois.  and  the  recalling  of  Count  hTontenac  to  rebuild  it.  Later  on.  the  great  struggle  be- 
tween lohn  I'.ull  and  La  Uelle  hTance  for  supremacy  in  Canada,  when  the  fort  was  again  destroyed, 
tliis  time  by  its  builders,  and  not  replaced  until  the  ne.xt  century  by  the  British — all  this  is  a  matter  of 
familiar  historv.  To-day  I'ort  I'rontenac  is  the  station  of  the  Canadian  .\rtillery.  The  first  English 
torts  are  crumbling  to  decay,  whilst  the  nuiuerous  Martello  towers,  unoccupied,  are  silent  witnesses  of 
an  eventful  i)ast,  among  the  ancient  landmarks  of  old  Cataraqui.  the  naiue  which  the  brave  L'nited 
Empire  Lovalists  changed  to  Kingston. 

As  an  educational  centre,  Kingston  stands  pre-eminent.  The  seat  of  the  Royal  Alilitary  Col- 
lege (  tlie  Canadian  Sandhurst  I.  The  jjroud  posses'^or  of  Queen's  L'niversity,  a  magnificent  block  of 
imposing  architecture,  founded  in  1840  by  the  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  with  its 
faculties  of  Art,  Science,  Medicine,  Law,  and  Divinity,  and  its  schools  of  ]vlining  and  Agriculture. 
■■(Queen's."  as  it  is  affectionately  termed  by  its  sons,  has  grown  with  the  growth  of  Canada,  has  a  noble 
record  of  work  done  in  the  past.  With  its  modern  halls  with  up-to-date  facilities,  the  throng  of  eager 
students  who  fill  them,  and  its  largely  increased  and  distinguished  staff' — it  rejoices  in  its  present  great 
usefulness,  and  has  still  greater  hopes  for  the  future.  An  up-to-date  dairy  school  covers  an  area 
of  three  thousand  square  feet:  150  pujjils.  filling  every  class,  took  a  course  at  the  opening  in  the  winter 
of  iyo5.  The  Collegiate  Institute  represents  two  older  High  Schools,  and  among  the  schoolboys  edu- 
cated in  them,  Kingston  boasted  the  Premiers  of  the  Dominion  and  Province,  Sir  fohn  Macdonald  and 
Sir  ( )liver  Mowat.  besides  Sir  Alex.  Campbell,  Sir  Richard  Cartwright,  Sir  Henry  Smith,  and  Hon. 
Geo.  A.  Kirkpatrick.  Two  good  business  colleges,  the  Kingston  and  the  Frontenac,  are  largely  at- 
tended.   Its  twelve  public  and  separate  schools  are  conceded  to  be  aiuong  the  best  in  the  Province. 

The  public  institutions  include  the  Provincial  Penitentiary,  accommodating  500  persons,  the 
best  of  its  class.  Rockwood  Hospital  for  the  Insane.  750  inmates :  in  the  front  rank  for  e(|uipment 
and  efficiency  of  modem  humane  institutions.  L'Hotel  Dieu.  the  Roman  Catholic  hospital.  The  House 
of  Industry  for  the  aged  and  destitute,  the  House  of  Providence,  sheltering  about  200  old  and  young, 
an  {  )r])hans'  Hoiue  caring  for  an  average  of  50  children,  and  an  Infants'  Home  for  twenty  or  thirtv 
homeless  little  ones.  In  addition  to  these  are  several  national  charitable  societies,  besides  ])oor  relief 
associations,  and  a  score  of  fraternal  lodges.  A  dozen  sporting  clubs  of  no  mean  order,  not  including 
those  pertaining  to  churches,  colleges  and  schools.  Kingston's  churches,  consisting  of  two  cathedrals, 
.St.  (ieorge's  and  .St.  Mary's,  and  about  twenty  denominational  edifices,  hold  their  own  in  the  field  of 
architecture.  (  )ld  Kingston  is  not  only  a  lively  daiusel,  but  she  has  a  large  heart  for  charities  and 
education.  Xo  cily  of  its  size  in  America,  it  can  with  all  modesty  l)e  claimed,  sustains  so  many  excellent 
institutions.  The  Municipal  lUiildings  rank  among  the  finest  on  the  continent,  of  the  saiue  age.  The 
City  Hall,  previous  to  a  fire  in  1865,  contained  a  handsome  extension  to  King  street,  of  which  Wolfe 
Island  Market  was  the  (^nly  small  portion  rc])laced.    The   Post  ( )iifice.  ])rior  to  its  present  imposing 


liunie.  rented  space  here.  The  Court  llnusc  of  plain  cut  stone,  is  arcliitcctnrally  iniconinionly  beauti- 
ful.   The  commodious  offices  of  city  and  county  officials  arc  all  that  can  1)c  desired. 

The  military  forces  are  composed  of  Battery  A.,  Canadian  Artillery  and  Royal  School  of  Gun- 
nery, occuj)yitig  Tete  Du  Pont  Barracks,  Forts  Henry  and  Frederick.  The  14th  Regiment  Volunteer 
Rifles,  the  Kingston  Field  Battery,  and  the  Kingston  troop  of  Huzzars.  The  extensive  Armouries, 
the  scene  of  the  "Made  in  Canada"  Exhibition,  speaks  for  itself. 

The  city's  industries,  although  taking-  a  secondary  place,  play  an  important  part,  directly  or  in- 
directly, in  contributing  to  the  success  of  the  exhibition.  P'irst  and  foremost  is  the  Canadian  Loco- 
motive Works.  Ltd.,  employing  about  six  hundred  hands.  Hard  by  is  the  Kingston  Foundry  and  the 
Hosiery  Mills,  the  Cereal  \\'orks,  Cotton  Mill,  four  large  grain  elevators,  the  Kingston 
Milling-  Co.,  several  large  forwarding  companies,  a  saw  mill,  and  a  sash  and  door  factory; 
vinegar,  broom,  and  cigar  factories.  A  tamiery,  carriage,  piano,  antl  furniture  factories,  a  biscuit  fac- 
lorv  and  a  brewery.  Several  large  and  thriving  banking  concerns,  housed  in  imposing  buildings,  serve 
the  foregoing  hives  of  industry.  The  Citwernment  Dry  Dock,  accommodating  the  largest  boat  on  the 
lakes,  cost  $750,000.  As  a  ship-building  port,  Kingston  has  been  constructing  boats,  yachts  and  various 
craft  since  the  days  of  Frontenac.  The  city  also  boasts  of  two  fully  equipped  fire  stations,  the  like  of 
which  would  be  difficult  to  excel  anywhere  in  Canada.  An  important  feature  in  the  city's  life,  and  one 
11  f  the  mightiest  and  most  prevalent  social,  political  and  business  forces  of  the  day,  are  the  newspapers. 
Three  of  them,  the  Daily  British  Whig,  The  Kingston  News,  and  the  Canadian  Freeman,  accelerate  the 
general  welfare  of  the  community,  and  command  the  respect  and  patrongae  of  all  live  citizens. 

Last  but  not  least  is  the  Kingston  General  Hospital,  the  servant  of  all !  It  is  situated  on  Stuart 
street  and  cost  $19,000,  besides  a  laundry  at  $4,000,  and  a  large  and  commodious  Nurses'  Home.  From 
the  schoolboy  to  the  professor,  from  the  apprentice  to  the  captain  of  industry,  this  noble  institution 
ministers  unsparingly  to  all.  Regardless  of  creed,  race,  or  color;  the  skill  of  the  physician,  and  the 
tender  care  of  the  nurses,  all  the  acquirement  of  long  years  of  study  and  hard  work,  is  administered  to 
suffering  humanity  with  untiring  devotion.  Is  any  object  more  worthy  of  practical  help  and  s}'mpathy 
than  that  which  seeks  to  alleviate  the  sufferings  of  our  fellow  mortals  ?  Once  admitted  your  presence 
and  vour  pocket-book  will  accomplish  the  purpose  of  the
